TWIN FALLS - An expected and uncom- 
mon series of murder trials has strained 
the county’s coffers, and if voters don’t 
approve a property tax raise the county 
could go bankrupt, a county 7yffir-i.il said. 

"I’ve never cried about lack of money, 
but I wouldn’t want to put the county in 
ctingr - of bankruptcy," Twin Falls County 
Commissioner Marvin Hempleman said. 

With its current budget and cash 
reserves, the county doesn't have enough 
money to cover the cost of three murder 


trials in the coming months , he said. 

The solution, raising $1 million in prop- 
erty taxes through the nex't two years, 
requires voter approval to break the annu- 
al 3 percent cap on taxes, he said. 

The vote would have to take place next 
month to get the money in next year’s bud- 
get, Hempleman said- Once the budget is 
published in late August, it cannot be 


. Before spending $20,000 to conduct a 
vote, the county will survey voters. If pub- 
lic opinion is low the vote will not take 
place, Hempleman said. 

If the public doesn't approve adding $1

million in taxes, the county would find 
itself jn dire financial straits. County Clerk 
Bob Fort said. 

One option would be issuing registered 
warrants, which allows the county to bor- 
row money from banks. The county would 
cover its expenses for this year, but the 
borrowed money would be subtracted from 
next year’s budget and the comity wouldn’t 
be able to cover the loss, he said. 

The county could • also ask the 
Legislature for emergency money, but not 
until it asks voters to increase taxes. Even 
if the Legislature approved extra money.

Health company closure affects Gooding, Hailey 


BOISE — Small businesses hove told a 
federal hearing on fair regulations that 
government red tape slows their progre s s 
and in one case, halted a home-health com- 
pany- 

"Home is where the bean is, and the 
bean has been ripped out by the federal 


government,” said Veriene Kaiser of Boise- 
based Community Home Health, Idaho’s 
largest home-health provider. 

She announced to the Thursday hearing 
of the Northwest Region, Regulatory 
Fairness Board that Community Home 
Health is going out of business. That 
affects operations in Salmon, Challis, 
Hailey, Gooding, Boise, Weiser and 


McCall; about 500 patients; and 150 jobs. 

Company officials said they are working 
to arrange care for their patients. 

The boards were established by the 
Small Business Regulatory Fairness Act in 
1996, and comments are reported to 
Congress fqr when it sets federal budgets.

The county’s current financial 
trouble stems from six defen- 
dants who could face the death 
penalty in the three upcoming 
trials.

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Mini-Cassia counties hash out jail Budgets

RUPERT - Misperceptions 
abput the proposed budget for a 
transportation officer and con- 
cerns about pay raises brought 
C ass ia and Minidoka county com- 
missioners together Thursday to 
iron out some issues. 

“1 know I wasn't fully informed 
. about what was going on with this 
transportation officer," said 
Minidoka County Commission 
Chairman John Remsberg. 

Cassia County Prosecutor 
Stephen Bywater said a budget 
Subcommittee would consider 
whatever commissioners have to 
say before making recommenda- 
tions on July 14. Commissioaers in 
both counties must agree on a 
budget by July 27. 

The subcommittee is made up 
of the two county prosecutors, os 
•well ns both sheriffs, county derks 
nnH hniliff-: , 

“The bailiffs keep us 
informed about how things are 
working and what the needs

are,” Bywater said. 

Besides escorting inmates to 
■court dates, transportation offi- 
cers are responsible for inmate 

flmtiTt nnri doctor appointments. 

Last mdnth. Cassia County 
Sheriff Billy, Crystal assigned for- 
mer Cassia County Undersheriff 
Terry Ringhnm to the transporta- 
tion officer’s job. Bingham will 
continue being paid by Cassia 
County at his regular salary of 
538^09 until Oct. 1. 

Jail supervisor Dennis Dexter 
has proposed a $25,000 trans- 
portation officer’s salary for the 
past three years, but it has never 
been implemented. 

The $25,000, Bywater said, is 
the starting salary another trans- 
portation officer would cost the 
two counties. 

“But if Bingham continues in 
the job, he’ll cost more,” Bywater 
said, “but Minidoka County 
wouldn’t be expected to cover the 


$19,000 with benefits,” Minidoka 
County Prosecutor Rick Bollar 
said. A hiring committee would 
expect a transportation officer to 
have more training, especially in 
firearms. 

“I understand Bingham is work- 
ing out well," Bywatcr said. “We 
want to work out the most effi- 
cient long-term way to solve this 
problem." 

Recommendations the subcom- 
mittee are considering include 
one or more additional personnel 
and a holding cell in Minidoka 
County. 

“With Bingham performing the 
job for a few months, this gives us 
a chance to weigh our .needs,” 
Rcmsbergsaid. 

At the session. Cassia County 
Commissioner Chairman John 
Adams announced his county 
would raise salaries for all law 
enforcement officers and dispatch 
by $1,000 plus 3 percent. 

Adams said that this raise will 
increase-pressure from detention 
personnel for raises, as well as 
from Minidoka County law 


enforcement. 

He said detention personnel 
received a $500 increase last year 
and now, since learning of the law 
enforcement raise, they ore ask- 
ing for “their other $500." 

“That’s how they’re seeing it," 
he said. 

B y water and - Adams said pres- 
sure from citizens helped the city 
and county decide to give law 
enforcement the increase. 

“We’ve been losing officers," 
Bywater said. “Generally people 
feel officers need a raise.” 

“As intertwined as these two 
counties are," Rcmsberg said, “we 
need to strive to be equal as law 
enforcement goes." 

Rems berg acknowledged citi- 
zens arc “fed up” with raises in 
taxes - property taxes in particu- 
lar. 

Minidoka County Commis- 
sioner Larry Harper said the work 
law enforcement and detention 
personnel do is significant and 
important.

BURLEY - A recent decision 
handed down by the late District 
Judge George Granata and veri- 
fied by District Judge J. William 
Hart effectively threw out 
Gooding County’s newly created 
dairy farm zoning ordinance, 
and that may have an effect on 
county zoning statewide. 

That’s the case in Cassia 
County, where commissioners 
have been considering their own 
changes to the county’s zoning 
ordinance, and were anxious for 
a decision on Gooding County's 
case.' 

“The ruling will definitely 
have an impact on how we will 
interpret our zoning,” said 
Commissioner Paul Christensen. 
“We want to stay within the 
realm of the workings of the 
court." 

Cassia County is considering 
creating specific spots where a 
new dairy farmer would not be 
required to go through an elabo- 
rate permitting process, and 
more stringently limiting the 
number of animals per acre. 
Gooding County's animal unit 
clause was deemed reasonable. 

“We arc glad it has been set- 
tled," Christensen said. “It .will 
certainly help guide us in the 
direction we need to go." 

Don Farley - an attorney for 
Hall, Parley, Oberrecht St 
Blanton, the Boise firm that rep- 
resented Gooding County - said 
the decision gives counties a bet- 
ter base for bail ding ordinances. 
And that will make it harder for 
groups to sue successfully, as the 


. Idaho Dairymen’s Association 
did in the Gooding County case. 

“It will be difficult to re-attack 
the issue," he said. 

The decision will be used as a 
template for each new ordi- 
nance, he said. Because very lit- 
tle within Gooding County’s doc- 
ument was found inappropriate, 
counties will have less to fear in 
the form of legal action. 

“(The dairymen) had their day 
in court and jnost of the ordi- 
nance was deemed valid and 
acceptable,” Farley said. “You 
don't keep getting a lot of bites 
at the same apple." 

The 64-pagc court decision 
found only a few sections of 
Gooding County’s ordinance 
invalid or inappropriate, and 
ruled that most of the document 
was legaL But parts of the ordi- 
nance were deemed an unrea- 
sonable burden or a direct viola- 
tion of Idaho’s Right to Farm 
Act, and that prompted the 
court to rule in favor of the 
dairymen. 

The court found the ordinance 
a, valid use of the county’s police 
power. 

Cassia County Prosecutor 
Stephen Bywater said the case 
would be educational for his 
county, and others developing 
their own regulations. 

"It will be good to have a deci- 
sion on the same issues we all 
need guidance on," he said. “We 
will study the decision and eval- 
uate it as it relates to our own 
ordinance."

WENDELL - The city will 
keeps its curfew, despite Its vari- 
ance with the county’s, and will 
press ahead to enforce a new 
parking ordinance that has irri- 
tated longtime residents.

“I don't see a reason to give 
(youths) an extra hour to get in 
trouble." said City Councilman 
Connie Bjcmn. 

Police are flexible, Cowell 
s aid, and allow reasonable time 
to get home from after-curfew 
school functions. 

"We don’t have a problem 
with curfew," Cowed said. "Last 
year we issued two citations." 

Also, officials responded to 
residents' complaints about sud- 
denly receiving warnings for ille- 
gal parking on residential 
streets. 

Cowell said city law, like state 
law, requires motorists to park 
with traffic flow, and parallel to 
and at theedge of the 40-foot- .. . 
'"wide : roadway. Beyond the road- 
way, motorists may park at an 
angle to the street. 

New residents complain of 
natives’ dangerous driving 
resulting from illegal parking, 
Cowell said, and youths learn 
bad habits from their parents. 

He said a new driver’s-educaticn 
graduate nearly caused a head- 
on accident Wednesday after 
being parked on the wrong side 
of the street while visiting - 
vehicles nose to nose - with a 

Complicating the parking 
issue are Wendell’s poorly- 
defined street s. Since they were 
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platted in 1909, vanished side- 
walks and encroachment by 
lawns, gardens and pastures 
have blurred property bound- 
aries and street rights of way - 
70 feet for north-south streets, 80 
feet for east-west streets and 90 
feet for Main and Idaho. 

Many streets are without 
curbs, so police use street center 
pins to measure off the roadway. 
The roadway often is 22 feet of 
pavement - because the paving 
machine is 11 feet wide - plus 9 
feet on each side. 

Officials discussed implement- 
ing long-range programs to 
install curbs and gutters and 
pave streets to their full widths - 
an expensive endeavor that like- 
ly would eliminate parking viola- 
tions.

Lamb’s ‘This 
Much’: At 900 
pages, it’s just 
way loo much

“We grow unspeakably dose 
to, unspeakably distant from, 
our brothers. We lose a brother, 
but he never goes away, his 
absence as tangible as the ghost 
pain of an amputated limb." 

That’s John Edgar Widemon 
writing about brothers in the 
June issue of Esquire, but he 
could just as well be comment- 
ing on Wally Lamb’s “I Know 
This Much Is True" (Regan 
Books, $2730). 

The unspeakable closeness of - 
twin brothers is the theme of 
Lamb’s new noveL As the book 
that follows his hugely success- 
ful “She’s Come Undone," 
which was catapulted to best- 
sellerdom by Oprah Winfrey’s 
praise, it arrives amid very high 
expectations and largely fulfills 
them. It opens like a thunder- 
clap nnd carries you swiftly 
along through its nearly 900 
pages. Though it falters toward 
the finish, so much is so very 
good about this book that you’re 
inclined to forgive. 

Dominick and Thomas are 
born in Connecticut as 1949 
ends and 1950 begins. Though 
identical twins, they are as 
unnlike as if they hod been bom 
in different centuries. 

Dominick is a scrapper, a kid 
who learns early — and often — 
that acting tough is the only 
way to get by in a world domi- . 
nated by the likes of his unfeel- 
ing stepfather, Ray Birdscy. 
Dominick carries that toughness 
into manhood where it becomes 
a shield against the pain of 
mounting a child, losing a wife 
and witnessing his brother’s 
agony. But while it protects, 
that hard shell also constricts 
his future. 

Thomas is sweet, scared and 
doomed. Ever the victim of Ray 
and other bullies, he pores over 
Ks _ treasufed Bibl e~ and TkSoIf of 
Catholic martyrs, sacred soil 
that nurtures a blossoming 
schizophrenic paranoia that 
turns Thomas into a tortured 
saint who welcomes a martyr- 
dom of his own. 

The boys are bom fatherless. 
Dominick’s search for his identi- 
ty — ’’who is his father? how is he 
the same or separate from his 
wounded brother? how can he 
love if he doesn’t really know 
who he is? — are the puzzles he 
must solve in the middle of life 
in order to go on. 

Thomas’s problems are more 
daunting. Slipping into insanity 
as a college student, he is a 
cursed Cassandra who sees the 
truth and speaks that truth in 
mad metaphors few can, or 
want, to understand. Horrified 
by the Gulf War, he stages a 
bloody sacrifice to capture the 
world’s attention. As usual, the 
world sees but turns away, 
unheeding, in disgust. 

Both characters are wholly 
believable in the way they act 
nnd think and speak. Realistic 
portraits are Lamb’s forte, and 
he gives us many powerful ones 
here. Perhaps his most original 
and fascinating character is one 
who appears throughout the 
book through the veil of his seif- 
glorifying memoir, “A Great 
Man from Humble Beginnings," “ 
as the pompous title has it. He is 
the boys’ maternal grandfather, 
Domenico Onofrio Tempesta. 

Tempestuous is right. Here is 
another bully — a vain, sancti- 
monious little man steaming 
with resentment and self-pity. A 
wife beater and cruel father 
whose relationship with his own

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - An 
International Olympic 

Committee panel toured the site 
of the opening and closing cere- 
monies for the 2002 Winter 
Games on Thursday as part of a 
three-day inspection of Olympic 
preparations. 

Followed by tm entourage of 
reporters and staff from the Salt 
Lake Organizing Committee, the 
IOC Coordination Commission 
members stepped over boards 
and around piles of dirt, wire con- 
duit and stacks of stone at Rice 
Stadium. 

“We will have this finished by 
Aug. 20, and the first football 
game is Sept. 12,” said Randy 
Turpirv vice president of facili- 
ties management at the 
University of Utah. The school’s 
Rice Stadium is in the final 
stages of a $43.5 million expan- 
sion. 

The renovation will increase 
the stadium’s seating capacity 
from 324*00 to 46^00, with room 
for 5,000 additional temporary 
seats for the Olympic cere- 
monies. 

A new three-tiered press box 
hous'es luxury spectator suites 
and is intended to accommodate 
, the horde of media expected to . 
cover the opening and closing 
ceremonies. 

“It looks like a very cozy stadi- 
um,” commission member Anita 
DcFrantz, a United States repre- 
sentative and vice president of 
the IOC, told Turpin as they 
looked over the stadium from a 
cluttered portal. 

DcFrantz and about two dozen 
other commission members are 
here for a progress report on 
preparations for the 2002 Winter 
.Games. But unlike past visits, the 
commission will be pressing for 
details on how organizers plan to 
pull off the Olympics.

“But It created a lot of 
havoc - a lot of interest in the 
pick- That’s for sure." 

Going into the draft, Layden 
suggested the Jazz would be 
happy to trade the pock and avoid 
paying the mandatory three-year 
contract worth about $1.5 million 
to ,on untested rookie t a ken with 
tho final pick in die first round.
